Sylvan Wiley and Bill Brooks will represent two ancient 
Moslem Saints who centuries ago battled to the finish 
to see who will head the Faithful Baluchis of the present 
republic of Pakistan. Eddie Kaupas, too, will be there to do 
a sword dance Kazachok. A fire will burn on the stage 
dedicated to Agni, the Hindu God of Light and Fire, as 
six stallwarts will do a very effective ancient ritual 
which is still performed by the Punjabis of India. 

Vyts will also do several numbers. One will be Modern 
style Burmese dance, called, Yein Pwe. Then, he will do 
a Hassidic processional and the DUDELE, the dance that 
brought the house down at the Chicago Civic Opera 
House. Cantor William Wolff will sing that lovely num- 
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ber in which a bewildered Hassid is awed by the presence 
of God everywhere and in everything. This young Cantor, 
a Canadian from Toronto, is, himself, of Hassidic ex- 
traction and ot a Rabbinic family. He will also sing 
several Hassidie NIGUNIM. That will be a rare treat 
for our gentile audience. 

Other “return engagements “will be those of the 
Japanese Group. Haruko and Tomeko Uyeda and their 
cute proteges Mariko Akiyma and Toyoko Kitahata. They 
will do several classical and modern Japanese dances. 
And cf course, you all remember the Mexican Little Dar- 
lings, Chico and Dona Hernandez, the children of Chico 
and Chabela Hernandez; weli, the youn’ uns will do Mexi- 
can dances while Papa and Mama will do Spanish dances, 
and those who them dance rave about them. 

Othcrs on the program will be a group of French 
dancers who wiil present a series of numbers from a 
ercat many regions inFrance. Then, the ATEITIS dan- 
ceis, which is one of the finest ethnic groups in the city.

HAMBURG and ALTONA are two port cities 
of Northwest Germany. The song in this ballroom couple 
dance tells us that: “In Hamburg and in Altona, the 
girls wear trousers; they don highly polished boots and 
dance with the sailors.” 


In Hamburg und in Altona 
Da trag’n die Maedchen Hosen. 
Sie zieh’n gewichste Stiefel an 
Und tanzen mit Matrosen. 


Couples anywhere in the floor in a regular dance 
position. With the boy polkging in place, bring the girl 
from the right side to the left with a (non-bouncing) 
polka step. There is no release or change of hands, me- 
rely turns from the right side to the left. Do the same 
thing once again, polka’ing the girl back to her place 
(2 measures in all). 

-Face partner, do not release hands. Cross inside 
foot (boy’s R, girl’s L) and slide in a forward direction 
with four sliding steps (2 measures). Repeat all of above. 

Polka anywhere on the floor for the next 8 measures.

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BROCHURE BY A. 0. SHALLNA 


Those interested in Lituanistica subjects will find 
of interest a recently printed brochure by VILTITE An- 
thony A. Shallna, Lithuanian consul in Boston who is a 
member of the Boston Bar and a Vice President of the 
Law Society. The brochure deals with the “Adjudication 
of General Kosciuszko’s Wills.” 

Two interesting points can be learned from the do- 
cuments: 1) Kosciuszko’s claim of Lithuanian nativity: 
In one will he writes; “Know all men by these present 
that I Thadeo Kosciusko formerly an officer of the Uni- 
ted States of America in their Revolutionary War against 
Great Britain, and a native of Lithuania...” (written on 
June 28, 1806, in Paris, France). 2) Kosciuszko’s huma- 
nitarianism. In his will on May 5, 1798, before sailing 
for Europe, he drew a will to dispose of the substantial 
grant of land and money he received from the American 
Congress. The will states: “I, Thadeus Kosciusko, being 
just on my departure from America, do hereby declare 
and direct that, should I make no other testamentary 
disposition of my property in the United States, I hereby 
authorize my friend Thomas Jefferson to employ the 
whole thereof in purchasing negroes from among his 
own or any other and giving them liberty in my name; 
in giving them an education in trade or otherwise; in 
having them instructed for their new condition in the 
duties of morality which may make them good neighbors, 
duty as citizens; teaching them to be defenders of their 
good fathers, and mothers, husbands and wives, in their 
liberty and country, of the good order of society, and 
in whatsoever may make them happy and useful.”
